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Food, beverages and tobacco remain the major export commodity group for 
South Australia. Within this group, wine exports have risen from $71 
million in 1988-89 to $318 million in 1995-96 and represent 7% of total 
exports. The value of copper, silver, lead and zinc refining exports have 
increased from $161 million to $437 million between 1988-89 and 1995-96. 
This can be attributed ro the performance of the Olympic Dam operations at 
Roxby Downs. 


Japan has established itself over the past three decades as the major trading 
partner for South Australia. New Zealand, China, the United Kingdom and 
the United States of America together with Japan account for more than 40% 
of total experts for South Australia. China, Thailand and the Philippines 
have increased their share of South Australian exports since 1988-89 and 
now comprise 6.5%, 2.5% and 1.7% of total exports respectively in 1995-90. 
Most of this growth has occurred in the past two years and is indicative of 
the increase in trade with the East Asian region. Exports to this region have 


inercased from $869.2 million in 1988-89 to §2,057.5 million in 1995-96,

China 


United Kingdom 


United States 
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China was the largest market for South Australian exports of wool and 
sheepskins in 1995-96 with a value of $72.2 million or 30% of total exports 
for this commodity group. This can be compared with 1988-89 when South 
Australia exported only $7.6 million (2%) of wool and sheepskins to China. 


The United Kingdom was the sccond largest destination for food, beverages 
and tohacco in 1995-96 with a value of $196.7 million. This is primarily duc 
to wine exports valued at $159.3 million (half of total South Australian wine 
exports). 


The United Kingdom was the major destination for chemicals exports in 
1995-96 with $10.2 million, up from $7.8 million in 1994-95, 


In 1995-96, the major category exported to the United States was food, 
beverages and tobacco with a value of $108.0 million. This included meat 
and meat preparations worth $46.1 million, down 33% from 1994-95 and 
wine which increased by 38% to $40.9 million. 


South Australia exported $54.3 million of other manufactured goods to the 
United States in 1995-96 of which glass exports were the largest component 
with a value of $16.9 million, 


Taiwan was the major destination for South Australian exports of metals. 
The $117.8 million exported to Taiwan in 1995-96 comprised $51.1 million 
af copper, $32.0 million of lead and $29.8 million of iron and steel. 
However, exports of iron and steel to Taiwan fell by 55% from a value of 
$66.9 million in 1994-95. 


In 1995-96 the major market for copper from South Australia was Germany 
with a value of $69.7 million. This is an increase of 29% on the total for 


1994-95. 


Indonesia was the second largest destination for petroleum and petroleum 
products in 1995-96 with a customs valuc of $62.8 million. 


South Australia’s second largest export market for fish and crustaceans was 
Hong Kong with a value of $52.9 million. 


While this article has concentrated on merchandise trade, it should be 
recognised that South Australia and indeed Australia is increasingly focusing 
on international trade in services. The past decade has seen the 
contribution of services exports to Australia's total goods and services 
exports increase from 18% to 23%. This growth has been just a part of the 
increasingly tmportant role of the services sector in the Australian economy. 
In 1995-96, credits on Australian services were valued at $22,964 million 
compared with $21,724 million service debits. 


Al this stage services data on a State level are limited but the ABS is looking 
at ways of providing more comprehensive information. 


Categorics of services for which State data are becoming available include 
computer and information services, professional services, technical services, 
construction services, research and development, personal, cultural and 
recreational services, royalties and copyrights and other trade related 
services. Categories such as communication services which predominantly 
have a national focus will be difficult to allocate at a State level.

Japan 


New Zealand 
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As with South Australia, Japan continues to be the predominant destination 
for Australian exports. In 1995-96 Japan was the destination for 22% of total 
Australian exports, while Korea was the next largest destination with 9%. 
Korea has been a major destination for Australian exports throughout the 
past 10 years but it has only twice been in the top eight for South Australian 
exports over that period. 


New Zealand was the third largest export destination for Australia with 7% 
of total exports, followed by the United States (6%) and China (5%). These 
proportions are similar to the proportion of South Australian exports going 
to these destinations. 


Japan was the largest market for South Australian exports of food, beverages 
and tobacco ($239.3 million), petroleum and petroleum products ($69.0 
million) and machinery ($51.1 million) in 1995-96. Within the food, 
beverages and tobacco group, Japan was the major destination for exports of 
fish and crustaccans, meal and meat preparations, vegetables and fruit, and 
cereals and cereal preparations (although this must be treated with caution 
duc to confidentialily restrictions on cereals). 


The value of South Australian exports to Japan of petroleum and petroleum 
products fell 27% from $95.1 million in 1994-95 while exports of machinery 
fell from $60.8 million in 1994-95 to $51.1 million in 1995-96, 


Japan was also a destination for a significant proportion of the two 
calegories, road vehicles, parts and accessories, and metals and metal 
manufactures. 


New Zealand was the destination for 56% of South Australian exports of 
road vehicles, parts and accessories in 1995-96. However these exports fell 
from $172.4 million in 1994-95 to $140.0 million in 1995-96, 


Exports to New Zealand also included other manufactured goods ($47.2 
million), food, beverages and tobacco ($44.1 million), metals (840.3 million) 
and machinery ($36.3 million). In addition, New Zealand was the second 
largest destination for South Australian exports of chemicals ($9.1 million).

Exports by Country 
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Exports of road velucles, parts and accessories fell 25% to $249.2 million in 
1995-96, a result ofa 31% ($85.5 million) fall in the category motor vehicles 
principally designed for the transport of persons but have increased 
dramatically ($513.8 million) in the first 9 months of 1996-97. Parts and 
accessorics of motor vehicles was the second largest component of the 
commodity group in 1995-96 with $51.8 million. 


Road vehicles, parts and accessories has made up between 5% and 10% of 
total South Australian exports tn the years since 1988-89 while this group 
has been relatively less important on a national basis comprising less than 
2% of Australian exports over the same period. 


Wool and sheepskins have comprised between 8% and 10% of South 
Australian exports for 6 of the past 8 financial years. In 1995-96 the value of 
wool exports was $239.9 million (5% of total exports) the lowest value 
recorded berween 1988-89 and 1995-96. 


Petroleum and petroleum products made up $% of total South Australian 
exports in 1995-96, down from 10% in the years 1990-91 to 1992-93. 
(Values recorded during 1990-91 were higher due to parity pricing in effect 
when prices rose dramatically as a consequence of the Gulf War.) Chemicals 
have been a relatively small commodity group for South Australia 
comprising between 1% and 2% of total exports in the past 8 years. This 
group has been slightly more important for Australia making up 4% af 


exports in 1995-90. 


Japan has been the major country of destination for South Australian 


exports for all but 3 of the past 30 years. In 1995-96 South Australia 
exported $672.9 million (15% of total exports} to Japan. This was almost 
double the second most significant destination, New Zealand to which 
goods worth $376.6 million (8%) were exported. 


Prior to 1965-66, the United Kingdom was the major destination of South 
Australian exports with the exception of 1941-42 and 1945-46 when the 
United States held that position. South Australian exports to the United 
Kingdom were $287.7 million in 1995-96 making it the fourth ranking 


destination. 


The former USSR was a significant destination for South Australian exports 
between 1973-74 and 1988-89, becoming the major destination for 3 years 
from 1979-80 to 1981-82. In 1995-96 China became the third largest 
country of destination with a value of $294.3 million.

The United States was less significant as an export market for South Australia 
in 1995-96 with a value of $279.6 million. This ts a 29% fall from the $393.6 
million exported in 1993-94 but exports to the United States have shown an 
increase in the first 9 months of 1996-97, 
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Wine exports increased to $318.4 million in 1995-96, a rise of 345% since 
1988-89. As a proportion of total State exports they have increased fram 3% 
in 1988-89 1 7% in 1995-96, This indicatcs that wine is now a significant 
export commodity for the State. In contrast, nationally, wine exports made 
up less than 1% of total exports in 1995-96. 


Meat and meat preparations is another important sub-group of food, 
beverages and tobacco. In 1995-96 exports were valued at $244.5 million, a 
21% fall from the $307.8 million recorded in 1994-95. Since 1988-89 the 
value of fish and crustacean exports increased 105% from $95.7 million to 
$196.6 million in 1995-96 and the value of vegatable and fruit exports 
increased 132% trom $65.5 million to $151.8 million. In contrast the value 
of total exports increased 84%.

South Australia exported $610.9 million of metals and metal manufactures 
in 1995-96, an increase of 7% from the previous year, This group accounted 
for 14% of total exports for South Australia and 10% of Australian exports. 


Copper and lead exports were the main two components of metal and metal 
manufactures exports with $198.4 million and $194.4 million respectively in 
1995-96. The other large component was ingots and other primary and 
semi-finished forms, of iron or steel with exports of $76.2 million. 


Since 1988-89 there has been an increase in the importance of machinery 
exports at both a State and national level. Machinery made up 8% of total 
South Australian exports and 9% of national exports in 1995-96 compared 
with 4% for each in 1988-89, Power generating machinery was the main 
component of machinery with exports of $115.6 million, up from $25.8 
million in 1988-89. 


In 1995-96, South Australian exports of the commodity group, other 
manufactured goods amounted to $279.0 million (or 6% of tatal exports). 
The largest two components were leather ($50.6 million) and glass (F310 
million). This can be compared with 1988-89 when the largest component 
of other manufactured goods was the category pearls, precious and 
semi-precious stones, with exports of $13.1 million.

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Exports by Commodity 
The largest export commodity group for South Australia in 1995-96, as it has 
been for each of the last 8 years, was food, beverages and tobacco with a 
valuc of $1,765.6 million or 39% of total South Australian exports. 
Nationally, food, beverages and tobacco made up 21% of total exports in 


1995-96. 


Food, beverages and tobacco are divided into 5 large sub-groups as 
illustrated tn the table below. The largest of these were cereals and cereal 
preparations with exports of $713.0 million in 1995-96, up 173% on 
1994-95. Wheat exports were the main component of cereals and cereal 
preparations, with a value of $642.8 million in 1995-96. This represented 
14% of total exports for South Australia. Exports of barley are not included 
in cereal and cereal preparations due to confidentiality restrictions.

Introduction 


Merchandise Exports 


This is the second of two articles covering the international merchandise 
trade of South Australia. The first article in the May edition of this 
publication covered imports and this article concentrates on exports. 


International merchandise trade statistics are compiled by the Australian 
Bureau of Statistics from information submitted by exporters and importers 
or theit agents to the Australian Customs Service as required by the Customs 
Act. The value of exports is the free on board (f-0.b.) transactions value of 
the goods expressed in Australian collars. 


In this article South Australian merchandise export statistics relate to goods 
for which the fina! stage of production or manufacture occurred in South 
Australia, All data excludes re-exported goods. Export data is classified 
according to the United Nations Standard International Trade Classification, 
Revision 3 (SITC) unless otherwise stated. 


Restrictions are placed on the release of statistics for certain commodities for 
reasons of confidentiality. These restrictions do not affect total export 
figures but may affect commodity or country of destunation subtotals. In 
1995-96 there was 8558.4 million of South Australian exports (12% of the 
total) which were confidential and have not been classified to commodity. 
Barley is an example of a commodity which is a significant export and for 
which no commodity detail may be released. 


As noted in the first article Australia has an integrated economy and 
goods are traded freely across State boundaries and the full extent of 
these flows is presently unmeasured. Earlier research has indicated 
that the value of interstate goods trade from South Australia may be 
more than twice as large as recorded overseas exports. This article 
deals only with those goods recorded by Customs as having their final 
stage of production in South Australia. Intermediate goods produced 
in South Australia, transported interstate and incorporated into final 
goods for export from that State are not recorded as South Australian 
exports. 


South Australian merchandise exports increased by 17% to $4,496.9 million 
in 1995-96, This follows a 2% fall in value in 1994-95. In the past five years 
the value of exports from South Australia have increased 50%, Over the 
same period Australian exports have increased 45%, 


South Australian exports as a proportion of gross state product have 
increased steadily over the past 9 years to a high of 13% in 1995-96. 
Australia's total exports represent 15% of gross domestic product. Since 
1987-88 the South Australian ratio has shown similar movements to the 
national ratio as the graph on the following page indicates.

Once actual expenditure for a financial year is known, it is useful to investigate 
the relationship between previous expectations and the expenditure that was 
actually incurred. The resultant realisation ratios (subsequent actual 
expenditure divided by expected expenditure) then indicates how much 
expenditure was actually incurred against the amount expected to be incurred 
at various times of reporting. 


Realisation ratios provide an important tool in understanding and interpreting 
statistics for future periods. The application of realisation ratios enables the 
adjustment of expectation data for known under (or over) realisation patterns 
in the past and hence provides a valid basis for comparison with other 
expectation data and actual expenditure estimates. 


The following table shows the average realisation ratios over the past 4 years 
for the composite estimate (6 months actual and 6 months expected) and the 
12 month expectation fram the December quarter surveys.

Expected New Capital 
Expenditure 
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The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Asstralian Economic 
Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the 
September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators (1307.4). 


Surveys of business expectations have heen available ta decision makers for a 
number of years from several sources. These surveys provided qualitative 
indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses expecting a rise or 
fall in future: business conditions. Since the December quarter 1993, the ABS 
has been compiling a quantitative indicator of business expectations in the 
form of an expected weighted aggregate change in a range of economic 
variables. These data are available on a quarterly basis in Australian Business 
Expectations (5250.0).

Short term 


Businesses in South Australia expect an increase of 2.8% in sales of goods and 
services in the June quarter 1997 compared with the March quarter while the 
national expectation was a 1.6% increase. ‘Fhe largest expected increases in 
sales were in electricity, gas and water (10,3%) and manufacturing 6.1%). 


Medium term 


Businesses in South Australia expect sales of goods and services in the March 


-quarter 1998 to be 4.0% above March quarter 1997. Australia-wide the 


expectation was for 2.9% growth. The South Australian expectation of 4.0% 
was the second largest of all States and Territories. 


State estimates of actual new capital expenditure by private businesses in 
Australia are compiled cach quarter. Details appear on pages 6, 20 and 46 of 
this publication. 


Each December businesses in the survey are asked for details of their longer 
term expectations far capital expenditure by State enabling estimates to be 
made for periods 6 months and 18 months ahead of the reference period. The 
collection of expectations in the December quarter survey also allows the 
derivatton of a composite estimate (@ months actual plus 6 months 
expectations) for that financial year. 


The following table shows the forward estimates made with the December 
1996 collection. 


Lease Finance 


Forward Outlook 
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Revolving credit facilitics increased 63.4% to $237.0 million, 18.7% above 
March 1996. The main increase was for agriculture, forestry, fishing and 
bunting, up $80.4 million to $115.3 million, the highest month since March 
1989, The main fall was for manufacturing down $31.7 million to $13.4 
million, the lowest month since September 1994,

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The value of goods under new finance lease commitments remained low for 
the third consecutive month, with March down 8.7%, 45.1% below March 1996, 
This brought South Australian new commitments down to 2,4% of the national 
total, 


New motor cars and station wagons not subject to depreciation (the largest 
category), decreased 12.3% to $4.0 million, 24.6% below March 1996. 
Flectronic data processing equipment and office machines were the other 
categories with large falls, following high increases in the previous month. The 
main increases in March were for agricultural machinery and equipment and 
new heavy trucks, both of which also had substantial increases in the previous 
month.

Composite Leading 
indicator 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLD is a single time serics produced by 
aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been developed by 
the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms of economic 
analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of economic 
indicators and is designed to assist the detection of turning points between 
successive expansions and slow downs of economic activily as measured by 
constant price GDP(A). It does not attempt to forecast the level of economic 
activity. 


In the December quarter 1996 : 


= the experimental CLI rose 0.12%, following rises of 0.31% and 0.25% in the 
June and September quarters respectively; 


= the last turning point in the deviation from its long-term trend for average 
Gross Domestic Product GDP (A) was a peak in the March quarter 1995. 
This peak was not predicted by the CLI as it is not well equipped to predict 
turning points driven predominantly by farm production as was the case in 


1995-96. 


Personal Finance 


Commercial Finance 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including alterations and 
additions) increasect in March by 0.7% to $264.8 million, 14.0% below March 
1996. This has now fallen to 5.9% of the national figure. The big increase of 
24.3% in refinancing, which reached $57.5 million, countered the falls in the 
other major categories. Refinancing represented 21.7% of total new lending 
commitments. The other category to increase was commilments for newly 
erected dwellings up 2.7% to 87.6 million. 


Commitments for the purchase of established houses were down 2.3% to 
$158.6 million, 4.8% below the previous March. Construction of dwellings 
decreased 7.8% to $28.3 million, 11.4% below March 1996 and alterations and 
additions declined 21.5% to $12.9 million, 44.4% below March 1996, 


Total commitments continued the upward climb of the past six months with an 
increase of 12.9% to $242.0 million in March. The national total increased 
2.5% during the month to be 11.2% above March 1996. South Australian 
commitments for the month werd 8.2% of the national total. 


The substantial increase in the total was mainly due to the rise in revolving 
credit facilities, particularly secured credit facilities which increased 34.7% to 
$84.3 million maintaining the very high level of the previous three months. 
Unsecured revolving credit facilities increased 7.3% to $38.5 million, 23.9% 
higher than March 1996. 


Fixed loan commitments increased 2.8% to $119.2 million but were 14.0% 
below March 1996. Refinancing, up 8.8% to $21.4 million, and debt 
consolidation, up 9.8% to $12.9 million, were the main fied loan 
commitments Lo increase. Finance for used motor vehicles and station wagons, 
was up 0.8% to $34.1million, 12.4% lower than the previous year. New motor 
vehicles and station wagons, were up 4.3% to $13.5 million, 16.1% higher than 
the previous year and 6.5% of the national total.

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Total commercial finance commitments increased after two low months, up 
26.8% 10 $526.6 million, 3.0% below March 1996, The South Australian 
proportion of the national total lifted to 4.6%. 


Commitments under fixed loan facilities increased 7.2% to $289.6 million, 
15.6% below the previous March. The main increases were for agriculture, 
forestry, fishing and hunting, up 41.9% to $49.1 million, and recreation, 
personal and other services, up 71.5% to $25.0 million. ‘he main falls were for 
wholesale trade, down 13.2% to $28.6 million, and retail trade, down 27.5% to 
$14.9 million.

Financial Markets 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time adult 
employees in South Australia increased by 1.0% during the three months to 
February 1997. Male full-time ordinary time earnings increased by 1.1% in 
February 1997 whilst over the same period female full-time adults ordinary 
lime earnings increased by 1.4%. 


In the 12 months to February 1997 the trend estimate of average weekly 
ordinary time earnings of full-time adults increased by 3.5%, This compares 
with a 4.0% increase for full-time adult total earnings. 


Note: Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as changes 
in pay levels. 


In the 12 months to March 1997, the weekly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.7%. This was the highest 
increase for any State or Territory in Australia. 


For full-time adult male employees in South Australia, the largest annual 
movement of the index occurred in the community services industry division, 
with an increase of 1.9%. For full-time aduit female employees, the largest 
annual movement of the index occurred in manufacturing with an increase of

Housing Finance 


The levelling off apparent in the first months of the year of the trend estimate, 
continued with March 1997 falling 0.9% cto $252.3 million, 0.4% above March 
1996. The national trend increased 0.4% for the month, 15.4% above the 
previous March.

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No working days were lost through industrial disputes in South Australia 
during February 1997. Tasmania, the ACT and the Northern Territory also 
experienced zero or negligible levels of disputation. For Australia, 17,200 
working days were Jost in February 1997, down from the 45,600 days lost in 
February 1996. 


INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES 
Working Days Lost 
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In February 1997, 8,751 short term overseas visitors arrived in South Australia, 
the highest February number for a decade. This represents an 11.1% increase 
from January 1997 and a 9.7% rise from the same time last year. This reflects 
the overall growth in the number of short term visitor arrivals to Australia 
(407,964) in February 1997, up 3.9% from February 1996. However, the South 
Australian share of the short term overseas visitor market in Australia fell to 
2.31%, 


There were 8,432 short term resident departures overseas from South Australia 
in February 1997. ‘This is 12.5% more than in January 1997 and 10.0% greater 
than in February 1996, The Australian data for the same period shows a 7.8% 
increase in February 1997 and a 7.3% decrease when compared with February 
1996, 


SHORT TERM OVERSEAS ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 
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- EMPLOYED PERSONS 
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Unemployment The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has shown little change since 
January 1996. The estimate for April 1997 was 9.5%, Over the past twelve 
months, the trend estimate of the participation rate (or the labour force 
cxpressed as a proportion of the civilian population) has also remained flas, 
with an estimale of 61.9% being recorded for April 1996 and 62.0% for April 
1997. 


The trend estimate of the unemployment rate for Australia has remained at 
8.7% in the four months of 1997, This is higher than the 8.5% recorded in 
April 1996. The unemployment rate for males exceeded the level for females - 
8.9% compared with 8.5%. for April 1997. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RATES 
Trend 
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Overtine In original terms, the proportion of employees who worked overtime in South 


Australia in February 1997 was 15.7%. This was higher than the February 1996 
estimate of 13.8%. 


At February 1997, the proportion of employees in Australia who worked 
overtime was 15.4%, down from the 15.9% recorded in February 1996. 


In February 1997, employees who worked overtime in South Australia 
recorded an average of 6.6 overtime hours per week. This was slightly lower 
than the corresponding national level of 7.1 hours. 
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House Prices During the December quarter 1996 the Price Index of Established Houses in 


Adelaide decreased 1.0% and the Project Home Index decreased 3.6%. The 
weighted average of the cight capital cities index, over the same period showed 
a 0.4% increase for established houses and a 0.3% decrease for project houses. 


Passenger Transport The passenger transport cost index measures changes in the costs of operating 

Costs a public transport passenger bus service in Adelaide. Costs covered include 
labour cosis, leasing charges, registration and insurance, repairs and 
maintenance, fuel and overheads. The index has been compiled on a quarterly 
basis from September 1995 with a base of 100.0 in 1993-94, The March quarter 
1996 index was 108.0, up 0.2% from 107.8 in December 1996. The index 
showed a 2.3% increase in the 12 months ta March 1997, 


Labour Force and Demography 


Population At 30 September 1996 the estimated resident population of South Australia 
was 1,480,181. This was an increase (1.028) persons from the Junc quarter. 
The continuing low growth rate for South Australia is attributable to a net 
outflow in interstate migration of 1,589 persons which was partly offset by a 
net inflow of overseas migration of 1,042 persons. In the September quarter 
there was a natural increase of 1,575 persons. 


Employment The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has increased for 
six consecutive months, reaching 663,600 in April 1997. This represents a 0.7% 
increase over the level of twelve months ago. The main contributing factor has 
been a 3.8% increase in part-time employment. from an estimated 184,700 in 
April 1996 to 191,700 in April 1997. Currently, 28.9% of all employed persons 
in South Australia usually work between 1 to 34 hours a week - much higher 
than the national proportion of 25.5%. Original series data suggests that there 
is some undcrulilisation of the part-time work-force in South Australia. For 
example, 34.0% ofall part-time workers worked between 1 to 10 hours a weck 
in April 1997, Furthermore, 29.5% of all part-time employed persons indicated 
a preference to work more hours cach week if they were made available. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in Australia rose slightly to 8,413,000, 
thus continuing the growth evident since April 1996, Part-time employment 
coritinues to increase, reaching 2,147,000 in April 1997 (or an increase of 4.9% 
since April 1996). In contrast, full-time cmployment has fallen for six 
consecutive months.

Change from previous quarter 
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‘The Price Index of Materials used in House Building increased 0.3% for the 


month of March 1997 for Adelaide. which was also the rise for the weighted 
average of the six State capitals. 


A 2.5% increase was recorded for Adelaide in the twelve months to March 1997, 
with the weighted average of the six State capitals recording a rise of 1.1% for 
the same period. 


MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
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Adelaide recorded a fall of 0.3% for the month of March 1997 in the Price Index 
of Materials used in Building other than House Building. The weighted 
average of the six State capitals showed an increase of 0.1%. A decrease in the 
prices of elevators/escalators and ready mixed concrete, with rises in structural 
limber and some electrical components contributing to the movement. 


For the twelve months to March, Adelaide recorded a rise of 1.2% in the index, 
while che weighted average of the six State capitals recorded a rise of 0.8%. 


Value of Lota! Building The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during the 

Activity December quarter 1996 increased by 14.4% to $273.5 million. This increase 
was mostly confined to the residential building sector which had increased by 
23.1% to $166.0 million from the previous quarters low of $134.9 million. 


The total value of building work done during the December quarter 1996 
increased by 21.7% to $344.6 million compared with an increase of 3.3% 
nationally. An increase in the value of building work done was recorded for 
both the residential and non-residential building sectors, 13.1% and 30.0% 
respectively. 


For the December quarter 1996, the total value of building work yet to be done 
in South Australia was $545.0 million a decrease of 14,0% from the previous 
quarter while the corresponding national figure increased by 1.3%. Expressed 
as a proportion of the national total, ihe total value of building work yet ta he 
done in South Australia was 3.6% for the December quarter 1996 down from 
the previous quarter of 4.3%. 


VALUE OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 
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Value of Engineering In the December quarter 1996, the value of engineering and construction work 
Construction - done in South Australia increased by 23.1% to $186.1 million compared with a 


1.9% decrease nationally. South Australia had a 4.9% share of the national total 
of $3,762.53 million. The value of work commenced during the quarter fell by 
21.3% to $207.5 million for South Australia while the corresponding national 
figure fell by 17.2% to $3,694.5 million. The South Australian proportion of 
national commencements was 5.6% for the December quarter 1996. 


Prices 


Consumer Price index The Consumer Price Index (all groups) in Adelaide showed no increase for the 
March quarter 1997. The annual movement in the index was 0.8%. The zero 
growth shown in the quarter comprised increases in health and personal care, 
recrealion and education, and food groups being offset by decreases in the 
housing, and household equipment and operation groups. ‘The comparative 
Australian data shows a 0.2% increase for the March quarter 1997 and an 
annual increase of 1.3%. 


Dweiling Commencements 
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From the Building Activity Survey, it was estimated that 1.517 dwelling units 
were commenced during the December quarter 1996. The latest figure 
represented a rise of 14.8% from the previous quarter compared with a 3.8% 
rise nationally. The December quarter 1996 figure for South Australia was AA%G 
below the total for the December quarter 1995 while the national figure had 
increased 3.0% over the 12 month period. 


DWELLING UNITS COMMENCED 
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The total value of building approved in March 1997 was $86.1 million of which 
$41.8 was new residential building and $35.4 million non-residential building. 
The value of non-residential building fell by $17.7 million from last month but 
mainly as a result of the inclusion of one project valued at $22.1 million in 
February. The main class of building approved in March 1997 were shops and 
health premises which accounted for $6.6 million and $5.3 million 
respectively. 


Tourist Accommodation

Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the December quarter 
1996 was $638 million, an increase of 4.4% from the September quarter 1994, 
Buildings and structures accounted for $165 million, and equipment, plant 
and machinery $493 million.

Outlook on pages 17 and 18, 


PRIVATE NEW CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 
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When the December quarter 1996 is compared with the December quaricr 
1995, caravan parks capacity increased by 0.3% from 24.406 to 24,470 powered 
and unpowered sites, on-site vans and cabins. The number of site nights 
occupied increased from 610,646 10 625,110 and the site occupancy rate 
increased from 27.2% to 27.8%. Accommodation takings rose by 4.1%, from 
$7.6 million to $7.9 million, with the average takings per site night occupied 
increasing slightly fram $12.50 to $12.70. 
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Dwelling Approvals 


The trend for total dwellings units approved increased by 1.0% in March 1997 
and is 8.6% above the fevel of a year ago. In original terms, the number of 
dwelling unit approvals for March 1997 was 543, an increase of 15.0% from the 
previous month. Of these, 486 were private sector houses, the highest number 
since Aupust 1995. 


The March 1997 national trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units 
approved was up by 1.0% and was 13.2% more than the previous years 
estimate. fn original terms, South Australia accounted for 5.2% of the total 
dwelling units approved in Australia during March 1997.

The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in March 1997 decreased 0.3%, 
In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was $739.2 million, an 
increase of 0.3% on March 1996.

PERCENTAGE CHANGE FROM PREVIOUS MONTH 
Trend Estimates 


The trend for total new motor vehicle registrations increased 2.4% in March 
1997 and has risen each month since October 1996. The Australian figure for 
the same month increased 2.0%. 


In original terms there were 3,627 new motor vehicles registered in March 
1997, a decrease of $.2% on February and a 6.2% decrease on March 1996. For 
new passenger vehicles, the leading makes registered in March 1997 were Ford 
(625 vehicles), Mitsubishi (588), Holden (574), Toyota (371) and Hyundai 
(251). 


NEW MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 
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The trend estimate for private new capital expenditure in South Australia for 
the December quarter 1996 increased by 5.4% from the previous quarter anc is 
a continuation of trend grawth which commenced in December quarter 1995. 
The Australian figure fell by 0.3%.

The March 1997 merchandise exports where the final stage of production was 
in South Australia were valued at $500.9 million, a decrease of 1.6% on the 
previous month and a 6.5% increase on March 1996, Cereal and cercal 
preparations ($117.8 million) was the largest commodity group exported 
during March and represented 23.5% of total exports. Road vehicles, parts and 
accessories also continued as a major contributor to South Australian exports 
with $58.5 million. ‘The machinery, and metals and metals manufactures 
groups also showed increases on February with all other selected commodity 
groups remaining approximately the same with the exception of petroleum 
products. 


The major destinations of South Australian exports in March 1997 were the 
Middle East countries with a value of $96.3 million, a consequence of cereal 
exports to that region. The United States of America was also a significant 
market at $68.0 mithion. Exports to the European Community increased to 
$66.6 million. Trade with the East Asia region fell to $179.3 million after a 
record high of $208.0 million in February 1997. 


MERCHANDISE EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 
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The value of merchandise imports released from Customs control in South 
Australia for March 1997 were $257.3 million, a 15.3% decrease on the 
previous month and a 6.0% increase on March 1996, This was the lowest 
monthly figure recorded since March last year. The decrease on the previous 
month's data could mainly be attributed to the machinery commaedity group 
which fell from $96.0 million in February 1997 to $50.8 million in March 1997,

Retail Turnover 


The March 1997 trend estimate of retail turnover recorded a 0.7% increase on 
February 1997 and has shown steady improvement over the past 4 months, All 
industry groups apart from recreational good retailing have shown growth in 
recent months. The Australian trend estimate has shown strong growth in 
recent months and recorded 0.9% increase in March 1997. 


Over the past three months the trend estimate for South Australia increased by 
$10.4 million, with major contributions of $7.6 million in food retailing, $2.2 
million in department stores and $1.2 million in other retailing partly offset by 
decreases of $3.6 million in recreational goad retailing. 
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State final demand (SED) increased by 1.3% in the December quarter and has, 
for the past three quarters, grown at a faster rate than GSP. December quarter 
growth in SED was the highest of all States and more than double the national 
average. The most significam factor was an 8.0% increase in private gross fixed 
capital expenditure, in particular expenditure on equipment. Expenditure on 
dwellings rose for the first Lime since September quarter 1994. 
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Private final consumption expenditure was flat in the December quarter. The 
increase of 0.8% through the year to December quarter 1996 was the third 
iowest growth rate of any State. 


State Accounts 
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Trend Estimates 
(Constant Prices) 


NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used to estimale gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may at times lead to the current price estimates of 
gross state product GSP(T) being under or over stated for particular States. 
Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(I} for those 
States will also be affected. 


The constant price scries tor gross stale product (GSP) have been labelled as 
‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are derived indirectly 
by calculating a deflator from the expenditure components. It is emphasised 
that, at times, movements thal can not be fully explained may be introduced 
into the constant price GSP(T) series Uhrough the use of this proxy deflator. 


Gross state product (GSP) grew by 0.5% in the December quarter comparedl 
with a 0.6% increase in the national average. his represented a significant 
improvement on the fall of 0.2% and the increase of 0.1% recorded in the June 
and September quarters, respectively. The annual growth rate of 0.9% was the 
lowest of all States, 


Wages, salaries and supplements increased 0.9% in December quarter 1996 
and 2.4% in the year ending December 1996. The annual change was the 
second lowest of all States. 
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After recording falls in each of the two previous quarters, gross operating 
surplus grew by 0.5%. The annual growth rate of -0.1% was the lowest of all 
States. 


Indirect taxes less subsidies fell by 1.0% in the December quarter, the third 
successive quarterly decline. 


The experimental estimate of GSP at constant prices grew by 0.6% in the 
December quarter and by 1.5% through the year to December quarter 1996,
